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As predicted Alberta Con- 
servatives ‘stampeded’ to 
the polls yesterday to help 
elect a minority government 
headed by Prime Minister 
elect Joe Clark. 

Pembina Tory and in- 
cumbent Peter Elzinga rack- 
ed up nearly double the votes 
he received in 1974 for a total 
of 30,466 with 334 of 347 
polls reported at press time. 

St. Albert dentist and 
Liberal candidate Dr. Len 
Nobert ran a distant second 
at 11,556 and NDP Norman 
Flach was away back at 
4,877. 

In 1974 the PC's polled 
17,762, the Liberals 11,191, 
Independent Conservatives 
6,528 and the NDP 3,907. 

Mr. Elzinga expressed 
satisfaction and relief last 
night upon his victory. On 
the campaign in general he 
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Elzinga part of Tory sweep 


said that there had been a lot 
of anxiety ‘‘on all sides’’ and 
that the whole country would 
be relieved it was over. 
Regarding Quebec he ex- 
pressed regret that the 
Tories had not been succ- 
essful in that province. 
‘Naturally we would pre- 
fer to have more represen- 
tation. Quebec has tradi- 
tionally voted for the party 
expected to govern. If they 
had known how well we 
would do elsewhere, I think 


they might. have voted 
differently,’’ remarked Mr. 
Elzinga. 


An earlier remark by Mr. 
Trudeau, that he might 
consider forming a coalition 
with the NDP in the event of 
a marginal Conservative 
victory, prompted Mr. El- 
zinga to say that such a move 
could mean the destruction 


of the New Democratic Party. 
He said that, unlike the 
NDP.-Liberal alliance formed 
between 1972-74, this would 
be a coalition for a set time 
period. The former alliance 
was based on specific pieces 
of legislation, with Grits and 
NPDers hammering out a 
compromise on each piece. 
Mr. Elzinga feels that under 
a finite arrangement, one of 
the two parties would be 
submerged. The Liberals 
have too strong a footing to 
be the ones to go, he stated. 
Commenting on the camp- 
aign, Liberal candidate Dr, 
Len Nobert said it had been 
“‘a good positive campaign." 
He also said he wasn't 
surprised by the result and 
that he would likely run 
agai?

other portion devoted to 
residential development, 
Council is now considering 
Shell's final proposal for the 
property.

Thus, widening the 
Trail to six lanes will have 
less impact on nearby resi- 
dential and commercial pro- 
perty than would simply 
building an adjacent service 
road, 

The alternative plan that 
suggested only a berm 
proved to be the least 
popular, largely because the 
land the berm would occupy 
now holds more than SO 
houses. Mr. Foster said 
Thursday that construction 
costs for this option have 
been estimated at $2 million 
to $3 million more than the 
other three. Among the 
others, he said, costs could

Mr. Foster said that idea 
might work for five to ten 
years, especially if both the 
east and west bypasses are 
built, but eventually, traffic 
coming into St. Albert itself 
will become so great ‘‘that 
the Trail will become nothing 
but a parking lot’’ during 
rush hours. 

Mr. Corrigan said esti- 
mates show that the bypas- 
ses will eliminate 75 percent 
of the traffic that now uses 
the Trail, but by the late 
1980's, the other 25 percent 
will need at least as much 
road surface as the Trail now 
has. 

Widening the roadway to 
six lanes, he said, will prove 
to be most useful by the early 
1990's, a time when St. 
Albert's population will be 
over 70,000. 

Mr. Corrigan added that 
provincial and municipal 
officials will be doing every- 
thing they can to ensure that 
the city’s proposed west 
bypass and the Trail widen- 
ing are completed at the 
same time. Major alternate 
traffic routes, he said, will 
have to be arranged during 
the construction periods.

The idea of Manifest Destiny turns up with 
reliable consistency in the history of Canadian- 
American relations. It has been so consistent 
in fact, that one could almost believe that 
northern territorial ambitions are an integral 
part of the American psyche. The most recent 
incarnation showed up this month on the 
editorial pages of the Washington Post. 


The Post tells Americans that Canada is being 
split asunder. The papers scenario for the 
future of Canada holds that the unravelling of 
our national fabric is no longer just a 
theoretical possibility. It is an inevitable 
consequence, regardiess of any decision 
Quebec might make. 


Whether or not you agree with the Post, the 
sudden, acute U.S. interest in Canada is 
understandable. We have given the Americans 
ample cause to contemplate our collapse: 


. . . We decry the foreign ownership of our 
industry, and then proceed to invest more of 
our money in lottery tickets than we do in 
mines: 

... We stridently demand a standard of 
living equal to that of the United States, while 
our standard of productivity is measurably 
lower: 

. . . We have made no attempt to safeguard 
or protect our basic freedoms, an omission 
that Americans find inexplicable; 

. . . We take little pride in our own culture, 
preferring to banish our artists to the United 
States, acknowledging them grudgingly only 
when they have gained American approval.

Into the melting pot? 


Americans that Canada has a firm grip on its 
own autonomy. 


If the Post's grim prophesies are correct, then 
a last-ditch effort is called for in Canada, if we 
are to salvage the ship of state. In order to 
stay afloat, we will first have to decide if we 
care enough to suffer the pain and strain of 
nationhood. Should we agree that our vision of 
Canada is worth the effort, we must then 
evaluate the framework of the federation. If it 
does not meet the needs of Canadians, then it 
should be amended to reflect our aims and 
beliefs. Any such analysis would have to 
include a definition of the country we want--a 
definition not based on what we cannot 
achieve, but of what we CAN achieve. Canada 
nee been explained in negative terms too 
often. 


Having done this, a satisfactory constitutional 
solution will have to be found. In the event that 
we do not succeed in hammering one out, then 
the whole exercise in nationhood should be 
called off. Should we decide to continue as we 
are now, then we had better learn to accept 
the structure we have now, problems and all. 
Some diligent fence mending will have to be 
carried out between levels of government: 


Trying to see how the immediate future of our 
country will be affected by this election, it is 
difficult to avoid feelings of misgivings. 
Canadians are not sure where they want to go, 
and we have a minority government at a 
difficult time in our history. Difficult because 
the highest ever national debt and budget 
deficits have placed us in a precarious position 
at a time when the economic picture points to 
a recession. And difficult because our French 
Canadian brothers in Quebec took a stance 
opposite to that of voters in the rest of our 
country. 


To solve these problems we have a

road ahead - it won’t be 


Conservative minority who can claim only 36 
percent of the total vote. Other questions 
arise: how much of Mr. Clark's vote was more 
anti-Trudeau than prq-Clark insofar as leadership 
is concerned? Will Mr. Clark ask for and 
receive some defections from the Liberal 
members in Quebec? Does the solid block in 
Alberta actually reflect a further mandate for 
Premier Lougheed? 


It is unfortunate that the NDP, without any 
large mandate, can exert an influence for 
beyond the power given them by voters. 


The other major question is the balance of 


easy 


between linguistic groups and between 
economic regions. We will no longer be able to 
pay mere lip service to the concept of co- 
operation. 


Any failure to reach a consensus on what we 
want for this country can have only one result: 
another move to the south, toward the 
American melting pot. While the United States 
has remained neutral in our struggles so far, 
the temptation of our resources and the threat 
of a Balkanized Canada on their northern 
border might prove too much for the 
Americans. While their shortages of energy, 
water and land, the U.S. might well see the co- 
option of an ailing Canada as a tidy solution to 
everyone's problems. 


Those who think it can't happen here should 
readethe recent writings of W.L. Morton on the 
subject. Morton, a cautious scholar and 
veteran Canada watcher, states flatly that if 
Canada should fracture, the United States will 
be obliged to pick up the pieces. The 
geographical proximity of Canada to Russia 
alone is enough to make this move strategi- 
cally crucial. If the Post editorial is in any way 
representative of American thought, then some 
U.S. citizens are getting ready for the 
Canadian mop-up already. More than anything 
else, this sudden concentration on Canada 
should emphasize our vulnerability. 


The future of this country is uncertain at best. 
If we don't rally around our faltering flag, we 
may find ourselves carrying someone else's. 


It would be indefensible to lose a country by 
default.

government in Ottawa. Strong regions can 
certainly contribute to a strong Canada - but 
not all regions are strong. Mr. Clark will work 
for a strong government in Ottawa, and it is to 
be hoped that he can win increasing support 
for his government in Quebec. 


Joe Clark's task will not be easy and 
Canadians in all regions should wish him well, 
and support his efforts. Many Canadians either 
for or against Mr. Trudeau will also wish him 
well, recognizing his considerable abilities and 
his contribution to Canada.

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AGT to charge for overdue accounts 


Effective August 1, 1978 
AGT will be charging late 
paying customers 1% per- 
cent interest per month on 
overdue telephone accounts 
greater than $50.00. 

The objective of the charge 
is to reduce the unpaid 
balance forward which am- 
ounts to approximately $15 
million a month. The balance 
forward, which has been 
steadily increasing, has dou- 
bled in less than two years. 

The interest charge will 
affect fewer than six percent 
of AGT’s customers. Of 
783,000 telephone accounts 
billed every month, approx- 
imately 45,000 accounts are 
paid late. However, three- 
quarters of these overdue 
accounts represent most of 
the dollars owing. 

The Public Utilities Board 
recently gave AGT approval 
to charge interest on overdue 
accounts, a policy practised 
by all Canadian telephone 
companies except Saskat- 
chewan Telecommunications 
AGT customers will receive 
notification of the interest 
charge in May and June, 

lelephone accounts are 
due when rendered and 
should be paid within a 
month of the billing date. 
This allows ample time for 
payment to be received by 
AGT before interest charges 
will be calculated and added 
to bills over $50.00. The 
computerized billing system 
has been designed to handle 
special situations; for ex- 
ample, exempting customers 
of the interest charge if there 
is a mail strike. 
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The 1% percent interest 
charge could conceivably 


provide an additional $2 
million in revenue or not one 


cent, depending on whether 
customers choose to pay 


their bills on time.

Car pool could become risk to driver 


The Institute of Law Re- 
search and Reform has 
issued a report recommend- 
ing the repeal of section 160 
of the Highway Traffic Act 
and section 77 of the Motor 
Vehicle Administration Act. 
These sections provide that a 
guest passenger who is 
injured may only recover 
damages from the owner or 
driver where the accident 
was caused by the gross 
negligence or the wilful and 
wanton misconduct of the 
owner or driver. 

In the 1930's most Cana- 
dian provinces either elim- 
inated or restricted the rights 
of a guest passenger to 
recover for injury or loss 
caused by the 
driver of a car. The legis- 
lation was justified on the 
basis that it would be unjust 
for a guest passenger to 
recover damages from the 
generous motorist who had 
given hima lift. The legis- 
lation is generally considered 
to have been directed at the 
hitch-hiker, The Institute's 
report draws attention to the 
fact that today many guest 
passengers are friends, rela- 
tives, neighbours and work 
mates. Also with compulsory 
automobile insurance, it is 
the insurer and not the owner 
or driver who is protected by 
the guest passenger legisla- 


owner or 
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tion. 

The Institute has con- 
cluded that there is no 
adequate rationale for dis- 
criminating against the guest 
passenger. The report there- 
fore recommended the repeal 
of the guest passenger 
sections in order that a guest 
passenger may recover dam- 
ages on proof of ordinary 
negligence, the standard 
generally imposed by the 
law. 

The Institute's report also 
recommends that the 1977 
amendment to the Insurance 
Act which would prevent an

Elimina- 
tion of that parcel of land as 
potential for church build- 
ings, he said, will only 
compound the shortage of 
suitable property. 

“Council has an oppor- 
tunity to provide alternate 
church sites,’’ Mr. Bennett 
said. Alderman Rod Thrond- 
son asked him if he meant 
that the city has an obligation 
to buy land to replace 
property that had been zoned 
for church use. No, Mr. 
Bennett said, but council 
could assist the city’s chur- 
ches by rezoning various 
parcels of presently city- 
owned land so that churches 
can build on them.

Shields foiled again

Alderman Bill Shields fail- 
ed again Tuesday night in his 
efforts to establish a policy 
on city land sales. 

Mr. Shields’ four motions 
that were designed to set the 
policy -- largely dealing with 
Campbell and Riel Industrial 
Parks -- were referred to the 
Business Industrial Advisory 
Board and city staff for 
further research. 

One of Mr. Shields’ mo- 
tions asked ‘‘That the fair 
market value of industrial 
lands be established for each 
parcel of industrial land in 
Campbell and Riel Industrial 
Parks as supportive docu- 
mentation to any recomm- 
endation for sale."’ 

Another asked ‘That the 
Council of the City of St. 
Albert establish explicit pri- 
cing policy guidelines for 
City-owned industrial lands 
which are reviewed on an 
annual basis or upon request 
by the City of St. Albert 
Administration." 

In defending his four mo- 
tions, Mr. Shields noted that 
the city of Edmonton pro- 
vides documentation for all 
land sales, and to be equally 
above suspicion, St. Albert 
should do the same. 

In voting for referral, 
Alderman Margaret Smith 
said she couldn't support 
Mr. Shield’s motions be-

cause they largely limited 
themselves to only the Riel 
and Campbell developments 
and excluded other city- 
owned lands. 

Also, she said, much of the 
documentation necessary to 
establish current land prices 
should be kept private and 
need not be brought out at 
city council level. She added 
that the city’s staff had dealt 
with land sales quite suc- 
cessfully up until now, and 
she saw no reason to rush 
through any policy guide- 
lines. 

Alderman Barry Breadner 
said ‘‘the definition of ‘fair 
market value’ is open to 
quite a bit of interpretation,"’ 
and that phrase as well as 
several others in the motions 
should be re-examined by 
city staff.

truths. Their falsehoods us- 
ually involve unprovable 


theories or celebrities who 
would rather bite the bullet 
than make a fuss in court. 
Because libel is a civil action, 
the crown does not prose- 
cute. 

Any perusal of the tabs 
will demonstrate the sketch- 
iness of the facts they 
present. Here are a few 
examples from the last two 
weeks: From the infamous 
National Enquirer: Marilyn 
Monroe was murdered (har- 
dly a new line of thought, but 
as yet unproven); Ancient 
writings show UFO's visited 
Earth in 4,000 B.C. (which 
should be titled the Enquirer 
makes a late discovery of 
Eric Van Daniken); an ex- 
clusive sob story, featuring a 
plea from Frank Sinatra's 
crippled cousin to 01’ Blue 
Eyes, asking him to keep in 
touch. 

From the Star: a story on 
how 28 million Americans 
had a mystery disease with- 
out knowing it (this one’s a 
hypochondriac’s dream); a 
story headed ‘‘Torture Ch- 
ambers Are the Latest Fad" 
and ‘‘Your Cat's Horos- 
cope,’’ (I showed my cat this 
one -- he said it was 
nonsense). 

The Globe stories include 
“Can this Woman Reach the 
Stars Beyond the Grave?; 
‘*How the Birdman of Alca- 
traz Changed My Life For- 
ever, and a very peculiar ad 
for a voodoo queen.

While Disco music seems to send a lot of our 
younger people into unwarranted anger, it might be 
ari idea to look into the natural law of cause and 
effect. 

Disco music came about for one particular reason. 
People just want to dance and have a good time. 
The audience is fed up with kids who are 
masquerading as musicians telling them what is or 
what is not hard rock. The original rock music as 
pioneered by Little Richard, Elvis Presley, Chuck 
Berry were all derived from a fusion of White Country 
Music and Black Rhythm and Blues, (R&B). R&B 
itself came from the Blues, and r&b was the original 
disco music, The disco idea itself came from France, 
and it is nothing more than a chic club where people 
could listen to their favorite musicians via records. 

If | can remember, the stars of r&b music (some 
call it 'soul) were Otis Redding, Wilson Picket, James 
Brown, etc. In the early 60s when the Stones and 
Beatles were formed, both groups worked within the 
format of rock and r&b music, to launch their careers. 
If you care to dispute this argument, | have stacks of 
early English rock albums, books, and magazines 
that are available for your perusal. The mid-60's 
brought the Flower Power era, with groups like 
Jefferson Airplane (Starship), Grateful Dead, Electric

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Prunes, etc. from the American West Coast, while in 
England were groups like Cream, Jimi Hendri 
Experience, who spawned such hard rock heroes like 
Jimi Hendrix and Eric Clapton. Before then Clapton 
used to play in another Blues-based rock band called 
Yardbirds/Bluesbreakers. The English school of Hard 
Rock was dominated by groups like Black Sabath, 
Deep Purple, Emerson Lake and Palmer, Uriah Heep, 
The Who, etc. Listening to the style of most of the 
Hard Rock groups, they are into Blues as pioneered 
in England by Alexis Korner, Peter Thorup, etc. 
Jimmy Page, now fronting Led Zep, a hard rock 
quartet, got his first gigging. experience with the 
Yardbirds. Equipment-wise, the sound of Hard Rock 
is dominated by Fender Stratocaster/Gibson Les 
Paul guitars and stacks of Marshall amplifiers. 

To you Disco might be the end of good music, but 
disco goers are not overly concerned about the 
music. It is the good time, the dancing, the party 
atmosphere they go for. For once, the dancers are 
the superstars of the show. Before then it used to be 
the musicians. Secondly, disco is not mindless. As a 
matter of fact, top session musicians are used in the 
recording of it. Disco does not trample on other 
forms of music. | have an inside knowledge of how 
the music industry works. Rock music sells big; 
Country Music sells big top 40 MOR music sells big; 
Disco sells Big. There is variety and diversity in the 
music industry. At last the consumers have a choice. 
It does take a lot of talent to sing disco, more talent 
than you can ever imagine. The record companies 
are signing on more than just disco music artists 
(have you forgotten about Punk Rock or New Wav@ 
music). Canada had just begun to rock and roll; there 
was BTO, Guess Who, Mandala and many other 
groups that didn't make it in the rat race of the mid 
60s. No form of music is the filet mignon of the 
music. You just try and read Billboard magazine 
(American) or Melody Maker (English). Canada has 
no hard rockers, as such not when you start to 
compare them to the likes of Yes, or Led Zep, Deep 
Purple, Genesis, The Who, and vice versa. It takes 
more than light shows and smoke bombs to be a 
real hard rocker, (even Kiss uses the above). | am 
not a disco duck or freak, | do not blow my eardrums 
with the so called hard, but | enjoy any kind of music 
be it classical, jazz, rock or country so far it is well 
played, and | suggest you do the same, before you 
put any kind of music down.

A decision to charge a $125 
damage deposit at Gibbons 
Spruce View Manor has 
angered some local citizens 
but most residents don't 
seem to mind. 

One angry taxpayer, Ag- 
nes Michaud, has collected 
“about 75 names"' on a 
petition to the Sturgeon 
Foundation, the organization 
responsible for all seniors 
homes in the MD, 

Mrs. Michaud said in an 
interview that ‘‘we feel that 
it's disgraceful that people 
who helped to pay for 
building the place (Spruce 
View) have to be charged a 
deposit to live there."’ 

However, the president of 
a residents’ complaints gr- 
oup at Spruce View reports 
that most residents strongly 
Support paying a damage 
deposit. Jack Bumfit, pre- 
sident of the Beefs and 
Bouquets Club, says that 
after inspecting rooms that 
were damaged by residents 
over the past year, he feels

that Spruce View's directors 
are *‘fully within their rights 
and privileges’ by asking for 
a deposit. 

Another resident, Aurore 
Lamoureux, said she agreed 
with paying a damage 
deposit in advance because 
‘once the damage is done 
it's hard to collect." 

It's been suggested that 
some people might not be 
able to afford the deposit, 
she said, ‘but I can't see it. 
Our cost of living here is very 
low.’’ Residents pay about 
$190 a month for their room 
and meals. Mrs. Lamoureux 
added that ‘‘we're not giving 
the money away; we're loan- 
ing it.”’ 

Spruce View's chairman of 
the board of management, 
Reg Austin, explained that 
residents will collect interest 
on their deposit. Mr. Austin 
said that in the year that the 
home has been open, carpets 
have been burned by cig- 
arettes, a dresser has been 
scarred by someone using it 
for a bottle opener, and a

The Sturgeon Foundation 
agrees. They've rejected

board, noted that charging a 
damage deposit is a ‘‘com- 
mon practice in any place you 
rent,’’ and seniors homes 
shouldn't be any different. 
The $125 that Spruce View is 
asking, he said, is certainly 
not high, and if any.residents 
have difficulty in raisitg it 
then some kind of arrange- 
ments can be made. *‘No one 
will be deprived of a place to 
stay if they can't afford the

One of PIC’s first meetings 
was spent with Mike Miles 
from the Parent Resource 
Unit. Mr. Miles taught PIC 
members effective methods 
of organization, communica- 
tion and decision making. 
The meeting, Mrs. Kowalski 
says, ‘‘laid the foundation for 
the group to tackle any type 
of problem that came up."’ 

One problem that has 
taken up much of PIC's time 
was the board's recent 
decision not to renew Bill 
MacDonald's contract as 
acting-principal at Sturgeon 
Composite. Mr. MacDonald, 
who is the one person 
actually responsible for the 
formation of PIC, says ‘‘the 
group had just got its feet 
wet and then my situation 
came up."" 

Mr. MacDonald's plans for 
forming PIC originated with 
a similar program that he 
organized in Winnipeg at 
another school, 

PIC has several ambitious 
plans for providing policy 
input in the future. Mrs. 
Kowalski says one of PIC's 
biggest concerns is finding a 
solution to the split lunch 
hour program at the high 
school. Students are un- 
happy with the present 
Situation but there’s little 
choice for them as long as 
700 to 800 people are 
attending a school with a 
cafeteria that only seats 12S. 

One more problem that 
PIC wants to tackle is the 
overloading of vocational 
courses at the school. Mrs. 
Kowalski says some students 
who want to take vocational 
courses are being turned 
away and yet the board of 
education's policy doesn't
